FORMER McGILL 
STUDENT DEAD 

S. A. Shepherd Passed Away 
Last Friday in England. 



Yet another of 'McGlirs former 
.students has pasKed away, in the per- 
son of Sherlngham Arthur Shepherd, 
who died suddenly in London on Fri- 
day last. 

Mr. Shepherd wa.s born at Cpmo, 
P.Q., in 1 854, the third .son of Capt, 
R. W. Shepherd, and, after passing 
through the Montreal High School, 
entered McGlll University. In 1871, 
he entered the Bank of Montreal, 
with which he served 28 years, reach- 
ing tho position of acting agent In 
New York. In addition to his busi- 
ness In the Bank of Montreal, ho was 
for tome time vice-president of the 
Ashland Emery Mills, of Perth Am- 
boy, N.J. • ■ . ' 

On retiring from his profession in 
1874. Mr. Shepherd bought the 
beautiful C3tate of Gragham Gran^^e, 
near Guildford, In Surrey. Ho lived 
there until last year, when he went 
to llvn In London. 

The late Mrr Shepherd, who was an 
intimate friend of Sir Frederick 
Williams-Taylor, general manager of 
the Bank of Montreal, had the honor 
of being presented to the late king 
Edward in 1905. 

Mr. Shepherd maf ried Miss , Cath- 
erine McAndrew, of Staten Island, 
N.Y., who predeceased him In 1911, 
and Is survived by two sons, one in 
Australia and the other in Ireland. 

His only daughter. Miss Catherine 
Shepherd, was recently married to 
Capt. Hobart Molson, whose name l<! 
well known to all graduates and stu- 
dents of McGlll. 

Mr. Shepherd, with Capt. and Mrs. 
Molson, was here up till a few weeks 
ago, when thpy sailed for Einglaud 
together. 

This is the second ex-pupll of Mo- 
Gill •.vhooc death wo have had to 
report in two days, one In the prime 
of life, and the second after a long 
and successful career, doing honor to 
himsrlf and the University where he 
reco:ved his education.

Honorary Degree Of Doctor Of Laws Conferred Upon^ 
Him — Only Five Men Have Been Granted Deg:ree

Wa fe«l aure that Sir Arthur weil 
deaervM the honor KlT«n to him, and 
we are proud of the fact that he who 
hai been no honored la the principal 
of tlir tnMltutlon of which we are all 
proud— MeOlll. 

In hia preaenUtlon address, Regent 
' JameK Dryee apoke aa follows: 
" The university honora Itaelf to- 
night In the formal recognition of 
the «orth and achievements of a 
grcjt rltlzen-aoldler and aoldler- 
cltUen. 

Th« whole world admired the gen 
«roua ardor with which Canada 
rushed Into the wsr, and the valor 

and Intelligence with which her boI- 
~ dlers fought from the moment they 
reached the battlefleld» of France. 
Among the earliest to go was the 
man who, after fighting at the head 
of hie brigade, and then at the head 
of his division, gained, early In 1917. 
the rommanrt of the fansdisn corps. 
The indomitable bravery of the men 
of this corpa and the'mllitary genlui 
of Its commander, his boldness and 
hIa aparlousness of outlook, are the 
«tory of a magnificent army and a 
magnificent leader. 'A' Brlthh'ariny 
commander KBid lha| the attack of 
the ranadian corps across the Canal 
Du Kord, with the subsequent ex- 
tenilon of the Allied line, waa the 
man brilltanlly executed manoeuvre 
In til - history of the war. 

But all the brave deeds In Flan- 
ders have not broimhl peace and 
good-will and happiness for the 
•^•'wbrld, but only the t>pportunUy'. to 
"• work for .them free frftm .'the . ohe 
great enemy of them all, that we 
hav.» destroyed, to work for them, 
by leralling all the hl{;h and noble 
aentlmenls that we uttered In the 
. exaltation of war, not to make us 
amllb and say what fools we were, 
• .but to make us ray how wise and 
honest we were — how our opened 
eyes saw reality, and our tongue 
8pok<> th,' thlns!< our even «aw. Un-g | 
near to one another In those days ; 



Rldj;<, and shortly after the captu'.c 
of that ridge, a small patrol was 
sent out under a corporal and hIx 
men. They all came from the State 
of Illinois. The corporal was told 
to ascertain a bit of Information that 
was regarded a« being of great 
value. He went out with his snitll 
patrol to get the Information, but 
when he turned to come back he was 
shelled by hoatlle machine fire and 
his men wer« forced to <lrop Into the 
shell holes. To more from that po- 
sition was pretty certain death to 
every one. yet that young corporal 
knew that that Information was of 
no value unleaa It was sent back, 
and be wa» anxloua to return «nd 
KlTe'lhàt Information. He turned to 
the other six boya with him and 
aald: M am going over there. 
When they see me and fltart firing 
you beat It.' He knew that when be 
moved over in that direction the ma- 
chine guns would turn their fire 
on him. but that "hla comrkdea, fak- 
ing '«Avantage of that, could get 
away. And the Information, which 
was regai;ded as highly valuable, got 
back to .hpBd,quarterB, hut that cor- 
poral Ilea' burled near an old gun 
emplacement on the elope of Vlmy 
RIdgc. 

"I do not Intend to address you 
long, but just refer again to why I 
desired to become associated with 
educational work. To me the col- 
leges and universities and the nation 
are Inseparably linked together. 

"The nation Is the field for the ex- 
ercise of cltUenshlp and for the dis- 
play and service of man's knowl- 
edge. Xnd the collegea and the 
schools are the places where men 
are prepared to discharge their du- 
ties ae citizens. The two great laws, 
ladles and gentlemen, that gtrvern 
humonlty are the law of self cul- 
ture and the law of service. The 
university provides opportunity for 
the former and the State glvea acopc 
for» the^latfer. It la the duty of 
y'one'of us to make the most 
possible out of our lives and to store 
up resources of knowledge and vir- 
tue. But after you have stored your 
reason with Ideas and your memory 
with the facts of hlritory and/ the 
culture of the ages, then duty steps 
In and you must step out Into the 
State and do your dut to humanity. 

"I could.. look at tire matter from 
another angle. Ideaa rule the 
world. It was never more true than

Settled By Committee On 
Social Functions. 



There was a fair attendance at th.^ 
semi-annual nieetinf; of ibe Studont-s' 
Society held In the Union al 0 p.m. 
yesterday. In spile of unpleasant wea- 
ther (ondlllons. 

1'. If. l.earoyd, President of the 
Siudeiiis' Coiiiiiil, occupied the chair. 
He remarked on the ailendanco, and 
mentioned that on previous occasions 
such meeting have had lo bo adjourn- 
ed for lack of a quorum. 

The President then reported on tho 
aitlvities of the Council for the last 
year. Tho financial slaloment of 
the Council will be completed in ii 
day. or two, and will be published in 
the columns of the ".McGlll Daily" aa 
soon as possible. There will be a 
Ktihstantial balance. 

Tho eafelerla has re-opened thi.s 
year under new direction. Owing lo 
oulElde affairs, .Mr. Price, who ran It 
last year,' had to relinquish his duties 
lo a now man. 

A substantial .sum has been expend- 
ed on minor repairs to Ihe Union, 
nilliard tables have had tp be re- 
covered, the walls and ceilings have 
been relinted, carpels have been 
cleaned, furniture has boon repaired, 
and all the details under tho Juris- 
diction of ilie Counril have been at- 
tended to. Tho President asked the 
Hludonts to be as careful as possible 
lo avoid damaging the billiard tables 
and other furnishings of the Union. 
In connection with tho reading-room 
he remarked that on .several occasions 
lart year inaKazlncs and papers wore 
removed by unscrupulous men. He 
appealed to the untjorgrajli^^fe body to 
see to It' that' such Wdiict be' avoided 
and prevented this yoar. Incident- 
ally, as rcprcsohfatlve a list of papers 
as soon UB poB.siblo will bo obtained 
for the iiso of siudonls. 

The President went on to explain 
the (ftuaiion with' regard lo dances. 
He asked tho meeting whether It was 
their wish to have any extra dances 
Which iiiighl be available ailolUid lo 
the fclubs under the Jurisdiction of iho 
Council, or lo sectional clubs which 
might apply for them. It wai the 
will of the meeting that tbe dances 
bo awarded firtt tS those clubs which 
are directly connected with llic Coun- 
cil, and then to others In Ihe order in 
which they make application. It was 
at the Same tiniij i^niioiuj^cejl^that the 
dbin'iiillieê" oil' S()cial'.' 'F'uncllons> will 
()«} held shortly when ilio number of 
dunces to ho graiilcd lo the undor- 
gradiiatoH will finally bo decided. 

The (luoslioii was brought up of 
a book and HUppl.v f,tore to be run 
by and for the student body. The 
President warned the Society that this 
is a delicate matter, one which Is not 
Ic *->. rashly taken up. which has al- 
loaA;' been iriod without success, ant] 
one whicli requires not only consider- 
able capital, but much time to organ- 
ize and admlulstor. It was •uggested 
that possibly one of the present sta- 
tioners In the vicinity of the Univer- 
sity might he Hiven a contract lo 
handle tho students books, and that 
said bookseller bo allowed a certain 
margin of profit, all above to return 
to tho student body. A committee of 
the Council waf appointed to look 
into tho question and report at -the 
next somi-aiiniial meeting lo be held 
in .March. 

An amendment to the constitution 
of the McGlll Union, which was read 
at the general meeting of the Society 
last spring, but which was not passed 
owing to the lack of a quorum, was 
read and adopted.
